|| POTATO BLIGHT | 


As has been stated by R. R. Hurst, 
of the Dominion Department of Ag- 
riculture, late potato blight “is 
known as the oldest potato malady. 
It attacks the wild forms in South 
|America, the native home of the po- 
tato. Doubtless it has been a factor 
since potatoes were introduced into 
Europe in the sixteenth century. 
Early records show that in 1840 it 
}Was prevalent in France and Ger- 
many, While in 1844, it was particu- 
larly severe in Nova Scotia and New 


Brunswick. 1in 1845, the historical 
outbreak took place in Western Eu- 
rone and the United States. In Ire- 
land where potatoes were so exten- 
sively grown, the resulting failure ot 
the crop caused a famine and it was 
then that the disease became known 
as “Irish Potato Blight”. 

Formerly arsenical mixtures, in 
combination with a fungicide, were 
usually used, either as dusts or 
sprays, for the control of the beetle 
land the disease, but of recent years 
mixtures containing DDT have been 
| widely adopted,

New Province 
Boosts Seats 
In Commons 


OTTAWA. — Newfoundland’s 
entry into Confederation and the 
redistribution act of 1947 means 
a 17-seat expansion in _ the 
House of Commons in the June 
27 Federal election and boosts 
Senate representation by six. 

Newfoundland is entitled to seven 
Common seats. The redistribution 
act adds 10 others, raising member- 
ship from 245 to 262, Newfoundland 
is entitled to six Senate seats, rais- 
ing membership there from 96 to 102. 


Here, in brief, is fow the new

Prior to the 1947 act, Quebec was 
used as the basis for fixing represen- 
tation in the Commons, The quotient 
was reached by dividing Quebec's 
65 ‘seats into the province's popula- 
tion. 

Under the 1947 act the quotient 
was arrived at by dividing 250 into 
the country’s 1945 population of 11,- 
391,599, The 250 figure represented 
the number of seats in all areas ex- 
cept, Newfoundland, Prince Edward 
Island and the Yukon. 

Newfoundland was given seven 
seats under the terms of the British 
North America Act when it was first 
drafted in 1867. Prince Edward Is- 
land comes under a statutory pro- 
vision whch states that no province 
can have fewer members in the Com- 
mons than it has in the Senate. It 
has four in each, 

Yukon's membership of one in the 
Commons is fixed by statute. 

The quotient arrived at by dividing 
250 into 11,391,599 is 45,566. Divided 
into Ontario’s population of 3,787,- 
655 it shows that province is en- 
titled to 83 members, one more than 
it has at present. Quebec is entitled 
to an additional eight. British Col- 
umbia gets two more seats and Nova 


Scotia one. Saskatchewan and Mani- |. 


toba each lose a seat, The other 
provinces remain unchanged, 

Redistribution of Commons seats is 
supposed to take place every 10 
years following the decennial census. 
The last census was taken in 1941 
and redistribution was due in 1942 
or 1943, 

However, with the war on and with 
the population of the country largely 
dislocated it was decided to postpone 
redistribution. 

The new redistribution will be due 
in 1952, based on the census taken 
in 1951,

-\Canada's Oil 
Output Grows 


OTTAWA. — With Canada's 
oil industry continuing to ex- 
pand, there was a big increase 
in the amount of crude petrole- 
um received by refineries from 
sources within this country dur- 
ing January. 

The Bureau of Statistics reports 
that Canadian sources contributed 
1,275,000 barrels of crude to the 
stream flowing into refineries com- 
pared with 727,000 barrels in Janue 
ary a year ago. 

This larger amount represents 21.3 
per cent, of the total crude received 


at refineries compared with 13.7 per 
cent, a year before, At the same 
time, however, more imported crude 
' 


came into Canada, with Venezuela 
supplying the bulk of the 4,716,000 
barrels imported in comparison with 
4,404,000 in January, 1948. 

As for the refined product, inven- 
tories and output both were higher. 
Production was up 10 per cent. and 
inventories up 27 per cent, 


The month’s production of refined 
petroleum products amounted to 6,- 
729,000 barrels compared with 5,706,- 
000 and stocks at the end of the 
month were 12,873,000 barrels com- 
pared with 9,925,000. 

From Venezuela Canada received 
2,425,256 barrels of crude during Jan- 
uary cgmpared with 1,909,723. The 
United States, second largest outside 
source, supplied 1,828,068 barrels as 
ba boil 2,382,619.

the workers doing all the skinning, 
carrying, cooking and camp drudgery 
Their advice was seldom asked hut 
one Indian woman (old Sol’s wife) 
won a high place in the council of 
the Blackfeet. She was with a bunt- 
ing party on the trail of a buffalo 
herd when a band of “Gros Ven- 
tres’’ swooped down on them, killing 
@ome and carrying some of the 
squaws. off as prisoners. She was 
ewung up on horseback behind one of 
the raiders. She rode quietly along 
unti] her chance came, She then drew 
a scalping knife from the girdle of 
her captor and stabbed him to death. 
Throwing the dead body from the 
horse, she returned to her people.They 
held this deed in such honor that 
she was allowed to sit with the chiefs. 
This seems to be the only instance 
of female suffrage among the In- 
dians. 

The N.W.M.P. came in to the south- 
ern part of the province in 1874 and 


the range men came about the same 
time. Much has been written about 
the police, but the record of the Range 
Stockmen makes an equally engross- 
ing chapter in the history of the pro- 
vince. These men were the real 
pioneers and their enterprise proved 
the value of the vast area, Their 
homies were Widely scattered and 
often were only mud-roofed shacks. 
They had to contend with the ele 
tents, the wild Indians who often 
stole their stock and the wild animals 
that howled through the long winter 
nights and preyed upon their herds, 

These early ranch men were often 
rough and unpolished but they were 
men of ability and good judgement. 
They were noted for their hospitality 
and. their word was their bond. The 
glamor of romance surrounded the 
cattle business in the old days and 
it still does There were some cattle 
rustlers in those days and mostly any 
one would brand a maverick, but the 
neighborly spirit was always in ovi- 
dence The riders might celebrate in 
town by shootng up a bar room and 
breaking all the lights, but they were 
intensely loyal to their outfits and, 
in the round-ups, their employers’ in- 
terests came first.

2,4-D For Annual Weeds 


The development and use of the 
chemical 2,4-D for controlling broad- 
leaved annual weeds in cereal and 
flax crops is one of the major 
accomplishments of modern. agri- 
cultural science, 

Annual Weeds. Briefly, an annual 
weed is one that grows from seed 
to seed in one season. Wild Mustard, 
Stinkweed, Giant Ragweed, Lamb’s 
Quarters, and Russian Thistle are 
annual weeds. Fortunately, if treated 
when they are in active growth, 
these weeds can be effectively and 
economically controlled in growing 
grain crops with 2,4-D. 

Know the Faots. Some of the 
more important facts every farmer 
should know about 2,4-D before 
using it are: (1) Annual weeds vary 
widely in their reaction to 2;4-D. 
A few, including Wild Mustard, and 
Stinkweed if treated early, are very 
sensitive to 2,4-D and kill easily. 
Others, like Lamb’s Quarters and 
Red-root Pigweed, are only moder- 
ately sensitive, but can be killed. 
Certain other annual weeds such as 
Wild Buckwheat are resistant (hard 
to kill) with 2,4-D. Know your 
weed and its reaction to 2,4-D. 
(2) Without exception, annual weeds 
are .most easily and quickly de-

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For Record In 
Tourist Trade 


OTTAWA. — Canada is head- 
ing toward a record tourist sea- 
son. That prediction was made 
by the Dominion Travel Bureau 
as officials started to add up 
travel letters from the United 
States and elsewhere. 

Inquiries are about 26,7 per cent, 
higher than last year, ‘ 

The figures show: 

In the period January-April, 1949, 
persons interested in vacationing in 
Canada have sent 157,762 inquiries, 
compared with about 120,000 for the 
same period a year ago. 

In April letters from the U.S. ar- 
rived at the rate of 2,309 a day, The 
peak was last April 18 when the 
bureau opened 3,937 letters, 

“If that keeps up,” said a bureau 

official, “then Canada can expect 
more than the 25,000,000 entries 
made to the Dominion last year and 
more than the $282,000,000 spent by 
tourists.” 
In addition, it will mean that dol- 
lar-short Canada.will get a little ex- 
tra boost, since most of the travel 
money is expected to come from the 
United States. 


There's one hitch, Canadians spend 
a lot of dollars vacationing in the 
U.S. under present foreign-exchange 
control regulations each person js als 
lowed $150 yearly, 

As an indication, the Bureau of 
Statistics reported that although 
highway traffic between Canada and 
the U.S. showed an increase during 
March, “the increase was due to 
greater volume of Canadian traffic 
returning from the U.S.”

Soll Drifting—Emergoncy Control 
Methods 

Soil drifting reminiscent of the 
“windy thirties” is taking place in 
many areas of the Prairie Provinces 
this spring. ‘Thousands of acres, 
which were farmed in strips during 
the dry years, and on which 4 trash 
cover was kept with meticulous 
care, are now being farmed in large 
blocks with little or no attempt 
made to provide a protective cover, 
The important immediate question 
is, of course, “What can be done 
this yeur to reduce the loss ef soil 
from drifting fields?” 

Focal Points Important. Soil 
drifting usually starts from small 
patches or foc: ul points in a field. If 
action is taken quickly, spreading a 

~ Joad of coarse manure or straw on 
these particular points or centres 
may prevent severe drifting on 
whole ficlds.@A load of straw, if 
properly spread, will cover a sur- 
prisingly Jarge area. A thin layer 
of straw on a field is very effective 
in keeping the soil where it belongs 

Plowing furrows about a rod 
apart at right angles to the prevail- 
ing wind is quite effective in stop- 
ping drifting. 

Cultivator and One-W ay Disc 
Listers. The duckfoot cultivator 
and the one-way dise can be readily 
adapted to the job of listing. To 
transform a cultivator into a lister, 
first remove all duckfoot shovels. 
Lister shovels should then be 
attached to the proper shanks so 
that, they are spaced 344 to 4 feet 
xyaxt. The other shanks should then 
be tied back:or the springs released 
Nas they will not drag in the

soil, 

Adapting the one-way to listing is 
done by removing a sufficient num- 
bor of discs so that those remaining 

re spaced 31% to 4 feet apart.
